#  WHEN  MOTORBOATS  APPROACH

DISTRESS  SIGNALS 

DAY:  Slowly  and  repeatedly  raise 
out-stretched  arms  from 
horizontal  to  overhead. 

NIGHT:  Display  flares  or  fire  rockets 

approved  by  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard. 
DAY  OR  NIGHT:  Continue  sounding 
of  horn  or  bell,  firing  gun  at 
short  intervals.  If  equipped 
with  radio-telephone,  call 
Coast  Guard  —  give  descrip¬ 
tion  of  your  boat,  your 
approximate  location,  num¬ 
ber  of  persons  aboard  and 
nature  of  your  emergency. 

ALL  CRAFT  SHOULD 
AVOID  AREAS  WHERE 
THE  SKIN  DIVER’S  FLAG 
(A  RED  SQUARE  WITH  A 
DIAGONAL  WHITE 
STRIPE)  IS  DISPLAYED 
FROM  A  BUOY
